Dr. Ayre’s account of Regent Town Sierra Leone. 

On the subject of the capability of the Negro, 
let us hear what facts declare; let Us hear the 
voice of Regent’s Town. This town is situated 
at the foot of a mountain, about eight miles from 
Free Town, and was begun about seven years 
ago. It contains from twelve to fourteen hundred 
inhabitants, all captured Africans, taken since 
that time from slave vessels. The writer of this 
article visit€d there about one year ago, and was 
most agreeably surprised at the order and im- 
provement which was manifested. He arrived 
in the evening; next morning being Sunday, 
not a person was to be 3 in the streets; a 
calmness reigned as $ profound as bad 
done six years before, ing was heard m 
the wilderness but the reeping tread of 
the leopard when prep 0 spring upon his 
prey. A tew minutes before 8 A. M. the chil- 
dren of the school were arranged in a line, class- 
ed according to their mechanical eeupation, 
each class dressed in a uniform proper to itself, 
with the master-workman at its head, who was 
responsible for the behaviour of his class. When 
the time arrived for morning prayer, this mterest- 
ing group of two hundred, moved in order to 
their seatsinthe church. There were about five 
hundred in all, who attended morning prayer in 
the church. After they had retired from church 
in the same order in which they entered, there 
was no more seen of them until the bell rang a 
the regular hour of worship.

from theirclassical school ; they had been selected 
for their piety and superior attainments, and 
were preparing to return to- their native land as 
Missionaries, to declare the joyful tidings of their 
emancipation to their bemghted countrymen, 
They had made a progress in the study of the lan- 
guages, which would not disgrace the students 
of our boasted seminaries. It was an occasion of 
this kind that caused a British Admiral to ex- 
claim, “See!! Behold what religion can do.”— 
Let him who is disposed to deny the Negro the 
common faculties which are possessed by the rest 
of Adam’s race, reflect upon these things.

The Frankfort papers of March 20, st ate, that 
the capitulation of the Castle of Gorinth, is con- 
firmed—3500 Turks laid down their arms on 
the 12th Feb, Patras has not yet surrendered as 
was stated, The Pachas have received orders from 


Constantinople, to treat Christians with the great- 
est indulgence. 


Inthe Archipelago the Greeks continue 
to capture vessels, Greatefforts are making 
by the Turks for striking a decisive blow 
against the Greeks. 

The Madrid papersof the 20th, announce 
the death of Don Louis de Borbon, Cardi- 
nal de Soala, and Archbishop of Toledo, at 
the age of 45. 

There was an earthquake at Palermo on 
the 5th of March. About 20 individuals 
were killed and 150 maimed The damage 
was estimated at 50,000/ sterling. Several 
earthquakes had been alse experienced in 
Syria. :

The 
most commercial part of the town was said to be 
destroyed. 

Immense sums of Specie have arrived 
at New-Orleans from Mexico.

A decree was issued by the Spanish go- 
vernment on the Sth March, prohibiting 
the admission of French, Austrian, Rassian 
and Prussian vessels and merchandize inte 
the Island of Cuba.

Bavrimorne. Mar 6 —By endeavonring to stop a 
team of horses which had taken fright at the low- 
er end of Paca street, from the military, yesterday, 
Vr. Louis Burns, a respectable and much esteem- 
ed young man, was instanuly killed—by which, a 
widowed mother, sisters. and brother, have to la- 
ment the untimely death of an affectionate son 
and brother. 

The Jail at Savannah was struck by 
lightning on the 23d ult. and a man by 
name Cushman, living in a house near 
Spring Hill, was killed. 

Lyxcupune, Va. » ay 2—On Saturday night 
last, a small house, ocenpied by two negro wo- 
men, seven or eight miles below this place, was 
consumed by fire, and three children their off- 
spring, (one a boy of five years old,) were burnt 
in the house’ The women had locked up the 
house and absented themselves. It is not known 
whether the house caught fire by accident or 
design— though it is shrewdly suspected by de- 
sign. 

Bank Robbery —The State Bank of Illi- 
nois, was broken into on the night of 26th 
of April, and robbed of 4,200 dollars in spe- 
cie. An alarm was made, and after strict 
search one of the boxes, (of which there 
were three,) containing $1,000, was found 
concealed in a ditch covered over with 
brush-wood. Neither of the thieves, nor 
any thing further of the plundered proper- 
ty, has been discovered. A reward of three 
bundred dollars is offered for the apprehen- 
sion of the robbers, or return of the money.

DISAGREEABLE NEWS FROM PERU. 

The ftoiiowing extract of a letter received in 
Washington city from an American gentlemen at 
Callao, is entitled to entire confidence : 

“ Cartao, Fes. 6, 1823.—I have this moment 
been informed, that a vessel, going to Panama, 
will sail i. the course of an hour. 

“1 avail myself of the opportunity to inform you 
that an action was fought, on the 20th of last 
month, at Moquegna, [a town 42 leagues to the 
north of Arica] between the royal army under Ge 
nerals Cantarac and Baldes, and the tiberating ar- 
my under General Alvarado, which resulted in 
the almost total destruction of the latter, only 7 
or 800 men and officers escaping. The wreck ot 
the army arrived here this morning, This will 
be the last effort that can possibly be made in 
Peru by the liberating army. 

“The Peruvian Congress, which has been in 
session at Lima some time, I am informed will be 
dissolved, and the government placed in the hands 
of a Military Chief.”

N. ¥. Gazette have received, per the Phebe Ann, 
papers to the 22d ult. For two days previous to 
this date, the Mississippi, opposite New Orleans, 
had rather fallen; but above, serious apprehen- 
sions were entertained as to the plantations on the 
coast. It is stated that the river was never known 
so high as at present below the mouth of the Ohio. 
Captain Noble, of the steam boat Paragon, from 
Cincinna'i, stated that he saw no land but the 
biuffs for 600 miles below the mouth of the Ohio 
—the whole country being overflown, and the wa- 
ter rising.

On the right hand upper corner of the $5 notes 
around the word FIVE, theregaréa-pumber of 
small rings, which in the spuridusMipiey are single 
—and in the genuine note are dowbl@pthat is, one 
within the other. In the vignette of the genuine 
note, the single-tree of the waggon touches the 
tail of the horse—and im the counterfeit, there’is 
considerable space between them. The work 
around the figure V on the left hand upper cor- 
ner of the spurious note, much higher than that 
ot the genuine; and the name of the President 
is spelled M’Conoughy, instead of M’Conaugby.
